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Syphllls was always treated in army hospitals . In the first 
stage it was treated by a series of penicillin shots and sulfa 
drugs over a period of several months. When this was completed, 
patients were returned to their units and normally sent back 
to the USSR, where they were advised to report weekly to local 
VD or general dispensaries for alternate shots of bismuth and 
of salvarsan or neo-sal varsan . I do not know any details 
covering this treatment. 


1 with to emphasize that as far as I know there was no such thing 
as clear-cut, definite policy on VD in the Soviet Occupation 
Forces in Germany. There wefe no regulations prescribing punishment 
for VD and no directives saying that there would be no punishment 
when VD eases were reported promptly for treatment. Therefore, r 
believe it would be proper to assume that this matter is 
left strictly to the discretion of local commanders, who treat it 
as a disciplinary violation of the non-fraternization policy. 
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
